RICHMOND, NAVAL 


MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 
More than 200 persons were re 
ported injured tonight in a fire at 
the Richmond Navy blimp base as 
a violent tropical ‘hurricane that 
reached a peak velocity of 143 m, 
p. m. swept inland acros the Flor- 
ida keys. 

Hurricane warnings were order- 
ed hoisted over all of peninsula 
Florida, 50,000 persons were driv- 
en to seek emergency shelter in 
south Florida alone, and at least 
one death was reported. 


Flames whipped by the great 
winds threatened to destroy the 
giant Navy blimp hangars at Rich 
mond, 30 miles from Miami, which 
were described by the Navy as the 
world’s largest single-arch wooden 
constructed hangars. 

The weather bureau at midnight 
reported that the big blow, locat- 
ed 60 miles southwest of Fort 
Myers, was losing force in pass- 
ing over land, but added that in- 
terests on the Georgia coasts 
should be on the alert tomorrow 
for possible redevelopment of the 
storm as it curves to the north- 
east. 

HOSPITAL EMERGENCY 


Ambulances were called to 
Miami’s municipally-owned Jack- 
son Memorial hospital to remove 
70 pregnancy cases to make room 
for injured from the blimp base. 

Mercy vehicles that sped to the 
Richmond lighter-than-air station 
carried 200 units of plasma, and 
75 additional units were rushed 
there later. An emergency call 
was sent to Red Cross officials in 
Washington for 250 additional 
units to be sped here by plane, 

The extent of the disaster at the 
blimp base was kept hidden by 
ripped communications, flooded 
roads and washed out bridges. 

The Red Cross reported that the 
blimp base fire was caused by an 
explosion of undetermined origin 
while heavy winds roared outside. 
Six doctors reached the scene to 
treat victims, and some injured 
already have entered the naval dis- 
pensary at Miami. 

SKY GLOWS 

Wooden structures at Home 
stead, 40 miles south of Miami, 
were badly damaged by the storm, 
the Red Cross said, but no injuries 
have been reported. 

Three hundred enlisted men 
from the Miami air base at Opa- 
locka were dispatched as rescue 
workers and fire fighters to Rich- 
mond. 

Another fire sprang up on the 
northwest fringe of downtown 
Miami, destroying a furniture fac- 
tory and a tile-manufacturing plant 
and casting a great red glow up 
against the rain-whipped skies.

An 
analysis of such criticism would 
reveal, undoubtedly, that a high 
percentage grew out of jealousy 
and came from colleagues whom 
he had passed, through superior 
ability, in life’s academic journey. 
Those who do are always unpopu- 
lar with those who do not or can- 
not. 

IN ATHLETICS 

When the biography of the late 
chancellor is written, it will be 
a volume in size and record of 
achievements to compare favor- 
ably with those of Charles W. El- 
iot, of Harvard; Nicholas are 
Butler, of Columbia; James H, 
Kirkland, of Vanderbilt, and E. A. 
Alderman, of Virginia, There will 
have to be an entire chapter to 
tell the story of the beautiful 
stadium here in Athens that bears 
his name and how he prevailed 
on friends to indorse the notes to 
provide the necessary funds, There 
will have to be another chapter 
to record his contributions to high- 
er athletic standards as president 
of the Southern Athletic confer- 
ence. One chapter will probably 
not suffice to describe in all its 
dramatic glory the steps that led 
to the victorious dedicatory Yale- 
Georgia football game, and many 
other great intersectional games 
which have brought the university 
national fame, of a kind not al- 
ways valued by academicians but 
highly esteemed by alumni and the 
public at large.

A whole section will be required 
to describe Dr. Sanford’s many 
trips to Washington in behalf of 
the university system, the high re- 
gard in which he was held by of- 
ficial Washington from the Presi- 
dent down, and the fine things 
that he accomplished in the na- 
tional capital for Georgia over and 
above what he secured for the edu- 
cational institutions that he rep- 
resented, 

This biography of the chancellor 
is partially written. For years as 
head of the school of journalism, 
as dean and president of the uni- 
versity, as chancellor of the uni- 
versity system, and in other of- 
ficial capacities, he has been pre- 
paring annual reports. And an 


System and its advancement, the 
solution of the medical school’s 
problem, and other items bearing 
on a better and grander Georgia 
(to use Henry Grady’s famous 
phrase) made him forget his own 
health and take risks which un- 
doubtedly hastened the end. 

There will; of course, be a 
memorial of some sort unveiled 
soon—a bust or a portrait, but Dr. 
Sanford’s real memorial lies in the 
educational ideas and the material 
wealth which he has contributed 
to the University System—some 
71 buildings, not to mention mil- 
lions of dollars in appropriations 
and grants—state, federal, and pri- 
vate.

But—greatest of all—a remark- 
able academic statesman.

Continued From First Page 
ington, Ga., Aug. 24, 1871, and 
educated in the public’ schools 
there. After his graduation from 
Mercer University in 1890, Dr. 
Sanford began his teaching ca- 
reer in Marietta, where for 13 
years he taught in the schools 
there. He became president of 
the Marietta Academy, then prin- 
cipal of Marietta High school and 
later superintendent of Marietta 
schools. 

He joined the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1903 as an 
instructor in English. He wrote a 
number of textbooks on English 
grammar and literature, several of 
which were adopted for use in the 


author. 

Showing a keen interest in col- 
lege athletics, he was instrumental 
in forming the Southeastern Con- 
ference in 1921, and its first presi- 
dent. For more than a quarter of 
a century he was faculty chairman 
of athletics, adding many football 
schedules of northern universities 
to Georgia. In 1929, at his invita- 
tion, Yale University sent mem- 
bers of its faculty to help with the 
dedication of Georgia’s new sta- 
dium. Yale was defeated, 15 to 0, 
under a hot October sun, and the 
series broke off after Georgia had 
won five straight. 

Dr. Sanford studied at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin in 1912 and 1913, 
and also studied at Oxford Univer- 
sity in the summer of 1913. A 
year later the University of Geor- 
gia conferred upon him the degree 
of doctor of literature, and in 1921 
he became head of the Henry W. 
Grady School of Journalism. 

He became dean of the univer- 
sity in 1927 and five years later he 
was made president. During his 
presidency he brought about many 
changes in the law affecting co- 
ordination between the university 


annual report. with Dr. Sanford 
was something more than a dry 
document to gather dust in some 
archive. 

In each case, it has been a full 
and graphic account of what has 
been accomplished in a given pe- 
riod—plus (and _  psychoanalysts 
would say this is a partial key to 
the man’s great success) sugges- 
tions as to what should be done 
in the future. Much of what the 
chancellor recommended in these 
annual reports has within his life- 
time become history. These annual 
reports, therefore, are raw mate- 
rial of what could be one of the 
greatest pieces of regional biogra- 
phy ever written. The man and 
the accomplishments are there. A 
first-rate writer will be required to 
do the job as it should be done. 
Chancellor Sanford reminded his 
intimates of President Roosevelt in 
yet other ways. Both men were 
great conversationalists, great 
story-tellers, great entertainers, 
great sportsmen (in the best sense 
of the word). Each enjoyed hav- 
ing an audience and spoke—be it 
in private conversation or on the 
platform—with zest, charm, and 
originality. 

They were articulate in a high 
degree, and the psychologists say 
that there is no better’ index to 
superior intellectual ability than 
range and quality of vocabulary. 
Both Mr. Roosevelt and Dr. San- 
ford were men of courage and con- 
viction. 

They were also men of energy— 
men whose concern for the public 
good made it possible for them 
to rise above personal physical dis- 
comfort.

Freddie Wolf, 
Marine Major, 
Wins Bronze Star 


Maj. Frederick (Freddie) Wolf, 
known to those who read of his 
experiences on Guadalcanal in an 
April, 1943, issue of The Constitu- 
tion as “Wailing Wolf of Guadal- 


canal,” has been presented the 
Bronze Star for meritorious serv- 
ice since his return to the South 
Pacific. 

The story behind the award is 
found in the following excerpts 
from the citation: 

“. . while serving as assistant 
D-2 of an assault Marine Division 
on Iwo Jima, Volcano Islands, 
Maj. Wolf displayed remarkable 
leadership and fertile resourceful- 
ness in the performance of his 
duties. In the closing days of the 
operation when the final pocket of 
enemy was resisting fanatically, 
‘Maj. Wolf personally supervised 
and assisted in the operation and 
installation of an ampltfying sys- 
‘tem and devoted every effort try- 
‘ing to persuade the enemy to sur- 
‘render. Suffering casualties to his 
‘group and damage to the equip- 
iment, he retired only when so or- 
‘dered by his commanding officer.” 
At that time Wolf was serving 
‘with the Fourth Marine Division. 
Recently he has been transferred 
to the Fifth Amphibious Corps 
and is believed by his family to 
be in Japan. 

“Freddie,” an interpreter, was 
dubbed “Wailing Wolf” for his 
playing on a home-made Chinese 
instrument, constructed from a 
coconut, Jap fishing line, plane 
wire and carving wood, which 
sounded similar to a wail. 

After coming out of Jap straf- 
ings and situations such as the 
one when he forgot the password 
and substituted by singing the 
Marine Hymn at the top of his 
lungs while crashing through 
Galadalcanal jungle, “Freddie” 
was back at it again on Iwo Jima. 
The old Wolf luck held, however, 
for “Freddie” didn’t receive a 
scratch in battle.

The program of the home has 
been designed and administered to 
care for the needs of children from 
infancy to just under school age, 
in an atmosphere of love and kind- 
ness during the early, impression- 
able years. With facilities ade- 
quate for a maximum of 80 chil- 
dren at one time, the home is a 
temporary refuge, in that it strives 
eventually to return the children 


Not that there is a time limit 

its services—it always takes 
care of its children until their 
lives are adjusted. But a great 
deal of its work is done on the 
outside, finding jobs for the par- 


to 


ent or straightening out the causes 


for the broken-up home. Often 
the mother herself as well as her 
child is given board and. lodging 
in return for work which she does 
in the home while seeking work 
elsewhere. 

Perhaps the “power behind the 
throne” in the home is Miss Bes- 
sie Langhorne, executive secretary 
and social worker, who does the 
case work and checks the babies 
in and out. 
her children until she is sure they 


/are secure, and it is she who often 


places the parents in new jobs, 
finds solutions to their seeming in- 
soluble problems. 

Kindly, gray-haired, above all, 
sympathetic, Miss Langhorne is 
not one to be discouraged. She 
has been in social work since 1914, 
and has touched every part of life. 
She knows every child by name, 
can remember “her children” from 
years back, and delights in keep- 
ing in touch with them. 

MEETS FORMER “CASES” 

“It is my greatest joy to run 
into mothers that I have helped 
in years past, who tell me about 
little Johnny who is no longer lit- 
tle, but grown into a fine, respect- 
ed man with a family. Why, I 
can’t go out on the streets with- 
out meeting someone I have once 
had as a “case.” 

“So many of our boys are in 
the service now, many of them 
heroes. Now just look at this baby 
picture of Harry taken 20 years 
ago when he came into the home. 
Here is a picture of him in uni- 
form, See what a fine man he is?” 

Miss Langhorne paused several 
times to point out pictures of her 
favorites, which line the top of 
her desk under a large glass. One 
smiling young woman pictured on 
her desk was described as an “in- 
corrigible child,’ who is now a 
happy wife and mother with a 
lovely home. 

‘“‘When the babies first enter the 
home, they are more often than 
not a bundle of nerves,” Miss 
Langhorne went on. ‘Babies feel 
deeply conditions of turmoil and 
insecurity, you know. After they 
have been here a while, however, 
you can see them picking up, gain- 
ing in pep and spirits and playing 
with the other. children as if they 
had always beén happy. There is 
such a change in some—you 
wouldn’t know them for the same 
children. 


USUALLY UNDERNOURISHED 

“Then, they are usually terribly 
undernourished. We give them a 
thorough medical examination, 
put them in our little hospital for 
a few days. They usually bounce 
back rapidly.”

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FSA Directs Inquiry Into Rural Health 


“In rural rehabilitation work 
among the low-income farm fam- 
ilies, Farm Security has stressed 
good health as essential to suc- 
cessful farming,” declared Dr. 
Fred D. Mott, chief medical of- 
ficer of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration, who is in Atlanta 
for a conference today, sponsored 
by 21 state, church, civic, labor 
and welfare organizations, to 
make plans to gain public sup- 
port for a program to raise the 
health standards of Georgia. 


“Perhaps the best known of the 
different health methods Farm Se- 
curity has promoted,’ Dr. Mott 
said yesterday in an_ interview 
with The Constitution, “is the de- 
velopment of medical care on a 
pre-payment basis, that is, health 
insurance.” 


Dr. Mott reports that FSA has 
82 group health associations pro- 
viding physician services in Geor- 
gia, and that these associations 


are operating in 92 different coun- 


ties. The total membership in this 
state is 20,000 persons. 


NEEDS ARE PRESSING 

“Rural health needs are acute 
throughout America,” the medical 
officer said. “These needs are not 
confined to one region. 

“The war has accentuated our 
health problems,” he continued, 
“particularly through the even 
greater shortages of physicians, 
dentists and other health workers.

Fairs Play Vital Role 
In Making Atlanta ‘Gate City’ 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
Fairs and expositions have played a major role in making Atlanta 


the Gate City of the south. 


And Atlanta, through her fairs and expositions, has done more 
than her share ir building up southern industry and southern agri- 


culture. 

Thus. in carrying on the heritage 
of many years of progress, the 
Southeastern Fair, due to open 
here the latter part of the month, 
continues to play its part in the 
development of the south. 

The “fair” spirit took hold of At- 
lanta in 1881. That event coincid- 
ed with the time that Atlanta, 
glong with the rest of the south, 
was just recovering from the ef- 
fects of the War Between the 


States and the Reconstruction era. 


It is a spirit with a perpetual 
youth and, as such, it continues 
to play a vital part in the life 
of a city well on its way toward 
the goal of a million in popula- 
tion. 

The first fair held in Atlanta 
was the Cotton Fair and Great In- 
ternational Exposition in 1881. 
That was the exhibition which put 
Atlanta “on the map” with the 
rest of the country, just as it was 
the Exposition which started the 
trend of the cotton mills from the 
north to the south. In short, this 
fair started the trek of the cot- 
ton mills to the cotton fields and 
here they have come in ever-in- 
creasing volume. 


Location of this first fair was 
on the site of the old Oglethorpe 
Park. It was just back of the pres- 
ent location of the State Capitol 
where now stands the Capitol 
Homes development. Fair street, 
now Memorial drive, took its name 
from that first Cotton Fair. 


There is an interesting story in 
eonnection with the origin of the 
idea of that fair. It seems that 
Edward Atkinson, of Boston, made 
@ trip through the south. The 
opportunity for the establishment 
of cotton mills impressed him. At 
the same time, New England was 
the heart of the great cotton mill 
industry. 

But Atkinson thought it would 


be better to locate the mills near- 


er to the scene of production of 


cotton. Hence, he suggested a na- 


tional] cotton fair, to be held some- 
where in the south, as the means 


that would sell the idea to the peo- 


ple of the north. 

A number of southern cities toy- 
ed with the idea and then hesitat- 
ec. Then, Atlanta, city of only 
40.000, stepped to the front and 
adopted the idea as her own. 

Having put its hand to the plow, 
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tries had exhibitions. 
sition, held on the site of what 


Atlanta displayed its usual energy 
and initiative in organizing the 
fair, Citizens formed a fair com- 
pany, with Sen. Joseph E. Brown 
as its head. Upon his resignation 
two months later, Gov. O. B. Col- 
quitt. succeeded him and plans 
for the fair went on apace. 

The work of obtaining the 
money for the erection of a build- 
ing and the carrying out of the 
plans of the fair fell upon H., I. 
Kimball, financial genius, who a 
few years previously had built 
the Kimball house. Atlanta her- 
self subscribed $30,000 to the 
fund; New York, $40,000; Boston, 
$10,000; Baltimore, $18,000, and 
Philadelphia, $12,000. Other north- 
ern and western cities contributed 
smaller amounts. First subscrip- 
tions totalled $150,000, but a later 
expansion of the program resulted 
in an additional $50,000. 


1,800 FAIR ENTRIES 


There were 1,800 entries for this 
fair and its machinery exhibitions 
was one of the most complete in 
America. An original feature of 
the fair was the sight of crops 
growing on the ground—cotton, 
sugar cane, rice and other crops 
peculiar to the south—a feature 
which for the first time permitted 
northern visitors to see the graw- 
ing and the cultivation of these 
products, 

In the machinery building, there 
were exhibits to illustrate how 
some of these raw materials be- 
came finished goods. Thus, the 
cotton picked in the fair’s cotton- 
patch became finished goods be- 
fore the eyes of the visitors. 

This fair was such a huge suc- 
cess, that some years later lead- 
ing citizens of Atlanta decided to 
repeat it on a much larger scale. 
Accordingly, they made plans for 
the celebrated Piedmont Exposi- 
tion, on the site of what is now 
Piedmont Park. 

This exposition opened Sept. 1, 
1887, in the presence of a great 
crowd, including President and 
Mrs. Grover Cleveland. During its 
life, it had 200,000 paid admissions, 
a figure considered enormous for 
the southern states. 
POPULATION GROWS 

Just as the Cotton Fair of 1881 
started the movement of the cot- 
ton mills to the cotton fields, so 
the Piedmont Exposition greatly 
accellerated that movement. Like- 
wise, this exposition was another 
boost for Atlanta and by 1890 it 
had a population of more than 
65,000. 

And again the “fair” spirit lived 
on in Atlanta, so much so that 
in 1895, its citizens prepared for 
an even greater event, the open- 
ing of the Cotton States Interna- 
tional Exposition, in which 10 
southern | states, many northern 
states and several foreign coun-

is now Piedmont Park, attracted 
1,000,000 people. After it closed, 
the city of Atlanta took over the 
site. 

In connection with this great 
exposition, there is a story of civic 
leadership on the part of Samuel 
Inman, of Atlanta.

Inman came forward with a gift! 
of $50,000. The donations saved the 
exposition and was another boost’ 
for the famed civic spirit of At- 
lanta. 

Then, with other things on its 
mind, Atlanta allowed its “fair” 
spirit to slumber for a few years. 
Finally, in 1916, it came to the 
top again and leading citizens or- 
ganized the Southeastern Fair As- 
sociation, with headquarters here 
in Atlanta. 


Ivan Allen Sr., one of the or- 
ganizers of the association and 
now chairman of its board of di- 
rectors, says that it owes its ex- 
istence to a desire on the part of 
Atlanta’s retail merchants and 
members of its Chamber of Com- 
merce “to do something for the 
back country.” At that time, said 
Allen, “there were not 20 herds 
of blooded stock, or cattle, in the 
entire state of Georgia.” In line 
with this program, the fair asso- 
ciation held its first fair in 1917 
and has continued it annually ever 
since.

Police Force 
Will Inspect 
Fair Each Hour 


Atlanta police will enforce rig- 
idly all state laws and city ordi- 
nances at the Southeastern Fair to 
be held at Lakewood park Sept. 
28-Oct. 7 and will inspect the mid- 
way and shows every hour during 
the exposition, Mayor Hartsfield 
has announced. 

The mayor’s statement came 
yesterday as the following devel- 
opments took place in a contro- 
versy over the fact that several 
drivers having police records were 
permitted to participate last Labor 
Day in automobile races: 

1. Hartsfield directed a letter to 
prominent Fulton county -citi- 
zens, who compose the executive 
board of the Southeastern Fair As- 
sociation, protesting against the 
use of “any gambling devices, 
games of chance, or any shows, 
exhibitions or other activities 
which may not be in accordance 
with the laws of the city of At- 
lanta or the state of Georgia,” and 
added that city police will main- 
tain constant surveillance of all 
activities. The letter went to Ivan 
Allen, Mike Benton, John N, Ar- 
mour, W. A. Sutton, J. P. Frasch, 
E. W. Gottenstrater, Judge Walter 
C. Hendrix and S. D. Truitt. 

2. Dr. Louie D. Newton, pastor 
of the Druid Hills Baptist church, 
concerned with failure of fair offi- 
Cials and police to prevent known 
criminals from entering the Labor 
Day races, invited an investigation 
by the Fulton county grand jury. 
He said the Southeastern Fair is 
an instittuion which very right- 
thinking citizen appreciates, and 
added that Allen and Benton had 
expressed regret that several high- 
ly publicized police characters en- 
tered the Labor Day races, and 
closed his letter with: 

“Mr. Allen and Mr. Benton ex- 
hibited a very fine attitude, and 
I told them that I believed the 
best thing that could happen for 
the Southeastern Fair—an_insti- 
tution which every right-thinking 
citizen appreciates for its educa- 
tional and cultural services to our 
city, state and section—would be 
to invite full investigation of the 
operation of the fair and of Lake- 
wood park. I believe a statement 
from some representative group of 
citizens will do more than any one 
thing right now to dismiss the 
concern which the regrettable in. 
cident of Labor Day has created. 
Personally, I know of no group 
of citizens better qualified to ren- 
der such service than the grand 
jury.” 

3. Police Chief Hornsby pointed 
to the contract between the city 
and the fair association operators 
to show that the police department 
had no authority to decide the eli- 
gibility of entrants in the races. 
He denied he had given the green 
light to participation by the po- 
lice characters, adding he merely 
said they were not wanted at the 
time by the Atlanta department. 

4. Hornsby said Assistant Police 
Chief G. Neal Ellis and Patrolman 
W. Tom Blackwell are financially 
interested in the roller-coaster, and 
that this is generally known. He 
Says he knows nothing of any 
other police officers being connect- 
ed with any other concessions at 
the park. Hornsby pointed out 
that several other members of the 
police department have outside in- 
terests and that they are not 
against departmental rules as long 
as they are legitimate connections 
and do not interfere with city 
work.

The highest unofficially report- 
ed winds at West Palm Beach 
were about 60 m.p.h.

bedraggled and soaking wet. 

More than 1,000 Red Cross 
workers were on the job, some 
in dangerous spots. Gene Hall, of 
Miami, a letter carrier and Red 
Cross volunteer, carried an emer- 
gency radio transmitter into the 
storm at Key Largo. 

“Cocoanuts were yanked off 
trees and flew through the air 
like footballs in forward passes,” 
he reported. “Water covers the 
overseas highway on Key Largo. 
the storm after most of their 
house blew away.” 

The extreme 143 mile velocity 
was -reported at Carysfort light, 
40 miles southeast of Miami.

To Reveal Settlement Sums 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—(/)—-Brig. Gen. Elliott Roosevelt told 
government investigators he borrowed over $600,000 to build a Texas 


radio network. 


He said he never knew how Jesse Jones, former commerce secre 
tary, settled his huge debts until he read about it in the papers, 


The House Ways and Means

Elliott, now 35, is leaving the 
Army with his future employment 
unannounced. Ways and means 
committeemen said his statement 
indicates he is “broke.” 

Throughout the account of his 
business life, young Roosevelt 
hammers at one point—that the 
influence of the office of his fa- 
ther, the President, never was 
used to promote his financial af- 
fairs. He gives in detail his own 
account of how his father was 
consulted by telephone by John 
Hartford, president of the Great 
Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company, 
before Hartford loaned Elliott 
$200,000, 

READ IN SECRET 

Elliott’s story was obtained by 
officials of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. It was read behind closed 
coors by the committee. 

Committeemen would not dis- 
euss it for publication. But to- 
day, from many sources, young 
Roosevelt's own account can be 
pieced together for the first time, 
as follows: 

In 1938, then 28 years old, El- 
liott was president of Hearst Ra- 
dio, which owned stations in 
Texas. This organization desired 
to dispose of certain of its stations. 
- Elliott and two other men formed 
a corporation, known as Texas 
State Network. Elliott was to pur- 
chase 55 per cent of the stock and 
the other two men to take the re- 
mainder. 

Young Roosevelt asked his late 
uncle, Hall Roosevelt, to help him 
raise money. If Hall Roosevelt 
sought the assistance of former 
Rep. Sirovich, Democrat, New 
York, Elliott did not know about it. 
- BENT TO HARTFORD 

Hall Roosevelt told Elliott that 
John Hartford, head of the gro- 
cery chain, often made loans to 
young men starting out in busi- 
mess and sent Elliott to see Hart- 
ford in New York. 

Hartford aSked Elliott whether 
it would be embarrassing for 
President Roosevelt if he made 
the loan. Elliott suggested that 
Hartford telephone his father, 
then at Warm Springs. ) 

A telephone call was made an 
Elliott first spoke to the President, 
explaining that he wished to bor- 
row money from Hartford but 
that Hartford wished to make sure 
that the President would not be 
embarrassed. 

Elliott did not hear what his fa- 
ther said to Hartford, but the 
President later told Elliott, accord- 
ing to the son’s story, that he told 
Hartford if we wished to loan 
Imoney to Elliott he must do it on 
‘the merits, that his children were 
independent to conduct their af- 
fa.rs as they wished, that an 
transaction would be between F}- 
Hott and Hartford and would not 
involve the President, and that he 
would not, therefore, be embar- 
Trassed, | 

The President, Elliott's account 
continues, did not say that he ap- 
proved the loan or urge in any 
way that it be made. At no time, 
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it added, was any suggestion made 
to Hartford that he or his com- 
pany would receive any special 
consideration from government of- 
ficials as a result of the loan. 

Hartford loaned $200,000 to El- 
liott, taking stock in the Texas 
State Network as security. 

Then, a few weeks following, 
David Baird, a New York insur- 
ance broker, loaned Elliott $50,000, 
taking stock as collateral. Baird 
stipulated that the network take 
a $100,000 life insurance policy 
upon Elliott, which was done. 

Elliott executed promissory 
notes both to Hartford and Baird, 
with his wife, Ruth Goggins Roose- 
velt, a co-maker on the Hartford 


notes. 
MONEY LOST IN 1939 

Texas State Network was losing 
money in 1938 and 1939. Elliott 
with the owners of several radio 
stations over the country decided 
to start a larger network. 

Baird loaned Elliott another $70,- 
000 for this venture, taking stock 
as security. In 1939, Elliott re- 
paid Baird $10,000 on the Texas 
State loan. At the end of 1939 El- 
liott owed Baird $110,000. 

The larger network failed and 
was put into receivership within 
a year of its organization. Baird 
ultimately received about $30,000 
upon the liquidation, reducing El- 
liott’s debt to him to approximate- 
ly $80,000. 

Texas State Network continued 
to lose money and _ borrowed 
money from Texas banks, running 
up to $283,000. The notes were 
guaranteed personally by Elliott. 

Elliott entered the Army late in 
1940. In 1941, while making haz- 
ardous trips by air, he told his 
father he was worried about leav- 
ing large debts for his wife and 
children. 

The President advised Elliott to 
discuss his affairs with Jesse 
Jones, saying that in view of 
Jones’ familiarity with the radio 
business and knowledge of Texas 
he might be able to suggest a 
course of action. Elliott saw Jones, 
who said he would see what could 
be done, 

Jones presented a statement of 
Elliott’s financial condition to 
Hartford and Baird. Hartford set- 
tled for $4,000 and Baird for $500. 
NEVER KNEW AMOUNT 

Jones never told Elliott what he 
paid to Hartford and Baird, young 
Roosevelt's story said, although 
Elliott’s lawyer. attempted to get 
the information, Elliott was out 
of the country on military duty 
from about the time of the settle- 
ment to April, 1945. Neither E)- 
liott nor his lawyer ever knew 
the amount Jones paid Hartford 
and Baird @Atil the information 
was published, 

Jones received the pledged stock 
from Hartford and Baird and turn- 
ed it over to the President’s sec- 
retary, Miss Grace Tully, for safe- 
keeping, 

Early in 1944 Ruth Goggins 
Roosevelt and Elliott were di- 
vorced. In the property settle- 
ment one-half of the pledged stock 
went to the wife. e other half 
was placed in trust for the chil- 
dren. Elliott said he has no inter- 
est in the stock and has never 
received any benefit from it. 

The business of the Texas chain 
is reported to have improved ma- 
terially and the stock increased in 
value in more recent years.

Continued From First Page 
down the dilapidated Negro build- 
ings here. It would reduce the 
hospital population from 8,000 to 


5,000. 

Worst spots of the Milledgeville 
hospital apparently were the fe 
male convalescent building and 
the “Twin buildings.” 

“If there were to be a fire in 
the female convalescent building 
we could not possibly rescue more 


than one-third of the patients, al- 
though the fire department is close 
by,” Hartley told the alarmed vis- 
itors. 

The senators and representatives 
concurred in this prediction when 
they inspected the building. They 
saw 60 beds crowded into an audi- 
torium space on the second floor 
over the movie theater and 60 
more beds crowded into an audi- 
torium space on the third ‘loor, A 
firetrap of wooden floors and de-

Defended; Discharge Plan Fair

LONDON — (ON A—By Wire- 
less) —After a fortnight in Scan-

on the one hand, and Ernest Bev- | 


in’s first big speech on foreign 
policy on the other. 

With régard to the first, there is 
@ good deal of uneasiness every- 
where; even people like myself, 
who have no sort of connection 
with the government save that of 
its foundation in Labor party sup- 
port, find postbags full of angry 
complaints both by servicemen 
and their families that the whole 
process is too slow. It is argued 
that the war is over. Millions of 
men have served four or five years. 
They ought not to have to wait 
until they are civilians, and people 
lucky enough ta be demobilized 
early get good, safe jobs while 
they are going.

Everyone must sympathize with 
this uneasiness; it is as inevitable 
as it is human.

Bevin (former labor minister)..He | 


states simply that he rests on the 
basis of “first in, first out,” togeth- 
er with special consideration for 
those whose key positions and ex- 
ceptional technique would facili- 
tate a more rapid changeover from 
a war to a peace economy. This 
minimizes unfairness. It makes 


for this 


demobilization an orderly process 
and avoids giving preference to 
men in the same class because 
they are in one theater of .war 
rather than another. 
RATE SPEEDED 

Isaacs himself explained, first, 
that a speedup in the rate of re- 
lease has already taken place; and 
by the end of the month, when he 
is able to take general stock of 


‘the whole position, he ought to 
be able to announce a greatly ac- 
celerated tempo of release. But 
che is limited in what he can do 
‘by certain quite obvious factors, 
above all the shortage of transport 
and the necessity of retaining 
enough troops in our zones of oc- 
cupation to fulfill commitments to 
our Allies; clearly, men cannot be 
released until they can be re- 
‘placed by other troops, and it is 
‘the combined chiefs of staffs com- 
i'mittee and not Isaacs who deter- 
‘mines the quota Britain must sup- 
ply. 

Isaacs confronts three dangers. 
First is the tough tenacity of the 
service departments which always 
hang on relentlessly to men they 
do not need and always fight their 
‘case to the bitter end. They are, 
las readers of Lloyd George’s War 
Memoirs know, usually in the 
wrong, but that seems only to 
stimulate them to fight harder. 
Here Isaacs will have to win—I 
think he will win—a big battle in 
the cabinet. :

A simple illustration is 
the fact that the troops in Norway 
crave for daily papers; but while 
the general staff in Norway re- 
ceives them daily at breakfast 
time, when I was in Oslo the other 
day the rank and file had only pa- 
pers a fortnight old.

The third danger facing Isaacs 
is that the natural discretion of 
a government department too fre- 
quently allows rumor to get ahead 
of fact and thus fact does not 
have a chance. The vital part of 
Isaacs’ problem is not only to be 
doing his best—it is unmistakably 
clear that he is — but that he 
should so keep in touch with the 
troops that it cofivinces them, by 
constant information, that they 
can trust him. And since the main 
papers supplied {6 the troops are 
Tory papers, they do not read his 
case in the most favorable light. 


Bevin’s speech was warmly re- 
ceived by Anthony Eden, former 
foreign seeretary, who acclaimed 
it as proof that foreign policy is 
above party; it caused heartbreak 
among the left in Britain even 
more than it did among the left, 
notably, in Spain and Greece, as 
well as in Scandinavia. I think 
that both Eden and the left are 
wrong. I should admit that some 
of Bevin’s phrases are less hap- 
py, notably on Spain and Greece, 
than the occasion demanded; ‘he 
has been; in a characteristic way, 
blunt and cold where he might 
well have been more encourag- 
ing and more warm-hearted. 


ON FRANCO 

But the accent of his speech was 
quite different from anything to 
which Eden had accustomed us. 
No one can read the full text 
of the speech without seeing, first, 
his anxiety that Spain should be 
done with Franco, and, second, 
that it should genuinely have a 
full chance of making a free dem- 
ocratic choice in elections. Bevin 
was clearly right in saying that 
we in Britain cannot force civil 
war on Spain to get rid of Fran- 
co; that must be an act of the 
Spanish people, and the Tangier 
episode is evidence that there is 
no tenderness toward Franco in 
the foreign office. 

With regard to Greece, a care- 
ful observer will note that Regi- 
nald Leeper, ambassador to

Grink Oriental tea from handle- 
less cups, according to Col. George 
H. Schumacher, commanding offi- 
cer of the Atlanta Army Service 
Forces Depot, where the Army’s 
sole remaining complete coffee 
roasting plant is still in produc- 
tion. 

GIs will continue to have their 
steaming cup of coffee, inciden- 
tally still the Army’s favorite bev- 
erage, from thick China mugs; cof- 
fee as fresh as the moment it came 
from the oven and blended to ri- 
val the most popular- commercial 
brands praised in advertisements 
throughout the country. 

During the three and one-half 
years the government's Atlanta 
coffee roasting plant has been in 
use, it has turned out enough roast- 
ed beans to furnish each person 
in Atlanta with 12,085 cups of cof- 
fee or provide two cups per day 
per person for every Atlanta resi- 
cent for 16 years. 


RAPID DELIVERY 
The processed product has left 
the depot by train, truck or plane 
. any way to effect rapid de- 
ix ‘ery on rush orders. Millions 
of tons of coffee have been sent 
to ports of embarkation so that 
the man in the mud in Italy could 
have his stimulating morning 
Crink just as if he were home. 


The Atlanta depot switch engine 
has met hundreds of freight trains 
from New York and New Orleans 
With their load of green coffee 
beans from Guatemala, Brazil, 
Venezuela, Mexico, Haiti and Co- 
lombia, chief exports of coffee. 
The engine gathers the cars and 
goes puffing down to the ware- 
house where, at present, four and 
one-half million pounds of unproc: 
essed coffee is waiting to go to 
the roasters.

Sorrell, 1728 Evan drive, is in 
charge of the actual process. Sor- 
rell is recagnized as being one 
of the best men in the coffee roast- 
ing business today. The blending 
of America’s favorite brew is high- 
ly specialized. There are many 
combinations that can be used to 
give that perfect flavor. The one 
used depends entirely on the cof- 
fee on hand. The beans from the 
various sections of the tropics 
have their own particular charac- 
teristics. Another vital factor is 
the age of the bean. 

After the coffee is blended in 
a huge hopper, it is cleaned by a 
suction process which eliminates 
all the foreign matter lighter than 
the bean. Then it is automatical- 
ly weighed into 500-pound batches 
for the five roasters. When the 
coffee has been roasted it is cooled 
and sent to one of two large stor- 
age bins. The first holds the 
whole bean. The.second bin con- 
tains the coffee to ba ground and 
vacuum-packed. Twelve hundred 
cans per hour leave the line. 

Lt. Cullen F, Crew, Waynesboro, 
Va., officer in charge of the plant 
insists that “as long as there’s 
a bean in Brazil and a GI in Ja- 
pan, the Atlanta Army Service 
Forces Depot will see that he has 
his morning cup of coffee.”

Plastic Embalming?: The De-

—by imbedding them in a plastic 
substance. The plastic is syruppy 
when the specimen is placed but 
cools to rocklike hardness. The 
specimens look as though encased 
in ice, 

The department says experi- 
ments are underway to preserve 
specimens of human organs—such 
as the liver and kidneys—and one 
doctor says that eventually it may 
be possible to preserve entire 
bodies indefinitely. 


New Record?: An attempt to 
jump the non-stop flight record to 
around 6,700 miles—compared 
with the present record of 4,640— 
may be made in a few days. Word 
is that four B-29 Superfortresses 
plan such a flight from Hokkaido, 
northern Jap home island, to 
Washington. 

The attempt would provide a 
comparison of the two types of 
fuel systems which power the 
superfort. Two of the planes 
would use the regular carbu- 
retor, the *other two would use 
the newly-announced fuel injection 
system. The present non-stop rec- 
ord is for B-29 flights between 
Hawaii and Washington. 


Trade Parley: A United Nations 
conference may be called soon to 
outline an international long-term 
trade program based principally 
on unrestricted trade among na- 
tions, lower tariffs and reciprocal 
trade agreements.

DESPITE A MISHAP 


Constitution Farm Cattle Gain 
230 Pounds in 124 Days in Pasture 


By RALPH McGILL 
This-is another of those reports 


from “The Farm’”’—The Constitu- 


tion Farm. 

The last one had to do with 
Oats.. This one deals with cattle. 

If you are one of those many 
readers who are interested with 
us in The Constitution Farm, you 
will recall from other of the 
“from time-to-time” reports, that 
the farm now has been in our 
hands for a little more than a 
year. 

It is being carried on under the 
direction of the resident farmer, 
Sam Small, and the plan, as 
worked out by the state and fed- 
eral agencies, is being carried out. 

This plan recommended pas- 
tures and a certain number of 
cattle, about 25 head. A bulldozer 
got down the trees in quick time 
and clearing of the trees aided a 
natural pasture quickly to reach 
really excellent proportions. We

were fortunate in having a large 
amount of wild lespedeza and the 
native grasses came along in fine 
shape. 

Consequently, this past spring, 
to be exact on April 2, the first 
cattle went on the _ pastures. 
There were 25 head, purchased on 
the Atlanta market at one of the 
regular auctions. 

They seemed to like the pasture 
and could be seen to have gained 
weight after having been there 
We never had 
a worry about cattle. Nothing, 
we were sure, could happen to 
them in well-fenced, heavily- 
grassed, well-watered pastures.

Rain usually does more good on 
a farm than it does harm and we 
ere certainly hoping the present 
rain will turn out this way.

while, several acres of our best 
kudzu hay lie on the ground 
taking a beating. This is almost 
true, at any rate. Kudzu does not 
fall right down on the ground 
completely when it is mowed as 
grass and most other hay crops do. 

There is always a deep mat- 
tress of rotting residue or duff 
down under it which supports 
it. This same mattress keeps the 
kudzu palatable after the frost 
has withered it; the pins are 
knocked out from under it, but it 
falls on this thick mattress and 
its thus less damaged by the ensu- 
ing rains. Sometimes it remains 
edible right on up. to March, al- 
though it was leveled by the frost 
along in late October. The ex- 
perts say that it does not leach 
so badly when not actually on the 
ground. 

Still, there is not much fun in 
having several acres of your best 
kudzu hay laying out in the rain. 
Under such circumstances, a farm- 
er could easily work up a case 
against the Old Master, pointing

Looking at the matter objective- 
ly, I find that our turnip patch 
was planted yesterday and, of 
course would enjoy a good soak- 
ing and that a new variety of win- 
ter hardy grass which we are try- 
ing out this year also was plant- 
ed yesterday and needs nothing 
so much as a good, hard rain. So 
there you have proof of the rule! 


This winter when fresh green 
things are at a premium and the 
appetite is jaded with such sea- 
sonal viands as ham, yams, peas 
and cornbread—Aunt Susie Ben- 
ton will bend over the supper 
table with a big bowl of glisten- 
ing turnip greens in her hands, 
and with a nonchalance born of 
confidence, casually mention that 
supper is served.

he knew something had-to be done 
and no chances could be taken. 


Within a short time he had a 
vet on the job. 

The treatment, we thought, was 
heroic. When we learned of it 
our annoyance with the guilty 
cattle was replaced with a certain 
feeling of sympathy. 

Each animal got four gallons of 
mineral oil. At first we heard it 
was fdur quarts each and ex- 
claimed that four quarts seemed 
an awful dose. 

“Four quarts nothing,” said Sam 
Small. “It was four gallons 
each.” 

At any rate, it was effective. 
Not an animal showed any signs 
of distress and not a one missed a 
mouthful of grass. We figured 
then we had some right remark- 
able cattle, 

And nothing else happened. 

On Sept. 4 we sold eight of the 
nine steers. ; 

Their average cost had been $82 
per steer. The average cost per 
pound had been .1284 cents. 

They had had nothing to eat 
but grass. They had been in the 
pasture 124 days, 

On natural Georgia grass, on a 
pasture cleared but a few months 
ago, the average gain per steer 
was 230 pounds. 

They brought an average of 
$110.39 each, which was an aver- 
age of .1269 per pound—but they 
had a lot more pounds on them. 

We figured it up that on native 
Georgia gress, on a new pasture 
but recently cleared of trees, the 
steers gained each an average of 
1.85 pounds per day. 

We aren’t going into the cattle 
business because of this showing. 
We will stick to the plan. That 
means just a small herd of feeder 
cattle. But, meanwhile, the pas- 
tureS are being improved by the 
cattle themselves; the animals are 
demonstrating they are an inte- 
gral part of an average farm plan 
and, also, they look mighty pretty 
out there in the pasture. 

Meanwhile, we are getting in 
some fall planting. The rains 
came just in time to save the pas- 
tures. So, we will close out for 
the time being with the promise

periods occur between March and 
November 15 in the important ag- 
ricultural areas of Georgia. 

“Farmers throughout the state 
who have about 1,500 acres un- 
der supplemental irrigation have 
found that irrigating pays divi- 
dends,” Davis reported. “Many 
of these farmers say that their ir- 
rigation systems paid for them- 
selves the first dry period follow- 
ing their installation.” 

Georgia has many perennial 
streams, many lakes and ponds, 
and other sources of water which 
may be utilized for irrigation pur- 
poses, the agricultural 
said. Irrigation will 
much to the conservation and di- 
versification programs.

Police Seek 
Ex-GI for 
British Bride 


City police are looking for 
James Walter Davis, who gave his 
address as St. Charles street, At- 
lanta. He married an English girl 
and then disappeared. 

Miss Alma Florence Webb, of 
Newcastle, England, says she mar- 
ried Davis in April, 1942, gave 
birth to his child and later heard 
that he was married already to 
an Atlanta girl. 

In a letter to the police depart- 
ment here, S. Lewis, deputy chief 
constable of the borough police 
in Newcastle, stated that’ Miss 
Web» married Davis at the Regis- 
ter office in Newcastle when he 
was a private in the U. S. Army 
Air Forces stationed at Great Yar- 
mouth, England. 

They were together four days, 
according to the letter, until Da- 
vis returned to his unit. Miss 
Webb says that she never saw 
Davis or heard from him after she 
received a letter three weeks after 
their marriage. 

In May, 1942, she learned that 
Davis had left England.

Crippled by 
War's Inroads 


Georgia’s once proud state pa- 


trol is in no condition today to 
enforce motor vehicle laws, com- 
pete with lawless elements, or 
control the rapidly increasing post- 
war road accidents, because of the 
inroads of war on manpower and 
equipment. 

This is the opinion of Reps. 
Wayne Hinson, of Ware county, 
and Jim Evitt Jr., of Catoosa, who 
urge that the membership of the 
patrol be increased immediately to 
200 men, and soon to 300 men. 

Hinson, who had to be trans- 
ferred from one patrol car to an- 
other as the dilapidated machin- 
ery broke down on the road last 
week while taking him to a meet- 
ing of a special legislative coém- 
mittee in Milledgeville, said it is 
urgent that new cars be provided 
for the patrol. Some automobiles 
have more than 100,000 miles on 
them, he observed. 

ACCIDENTS INCREASE 

Georgia highway accidents have 
increased 50 per cent since the 
end of gasoline rationing, Evitt 
said he was informed. The number 
of troopers must be increased and 
the equipment improved so that 
the patrol can help curb the post- 
war accidents, he said. 

During the war, when civilian 
travel was light, Gov. Arnall or- 
dered the patrol membership—au- 
thorized at 200 men—held to 150 
men. Hinson and Evitt expressed 
hope that the Governor would in- 
crease the membership immediate- 
ly to 200. They said they plan to 
seek enlargement of the patrol to 
300 when the legislature convenes 
in January. 

TROOPERS’ DAILY STINT 

“With the present number of 
uniformed patrolmen, each troop- 
er has 646 miles to patrol daily,” 
the solons said. 

Hinson also believed that the 
powers of the state, now limited 
to enforcing the laws on the high- 
ways only, be expanded to include 
full police :powers. He said the fa- 
trol has for all practical purposes 
been serving as a state police for 
years, anyway, with the Georgia 
Bureau of Investigation spending 
all its time aiding other officers 
in the general law enforcement 
and the uniformed division spend- 
ing much of its time in general 
law enforcement. Hinson said the 
patrol should be renamed the 
Georgia State Police.

Not Human 


By JOSEPH A. LOEWINSORN. 

The forthcoming trial in Novem- 
ber of Goering, Streicher, Dr. Ley, 
Ribbentrop and Dr. Rosenberg, 
erstwhile big shots of the defunct 
Nazi regime, and now in the cus- 
tody of the United Nations, will 
bring to light the true character 
of the defendants. 

In this connection it might be 
of interest to present records of 
these five war criminals who had 
been caught before their escape 
or self-destruction. 

Corpulent Hermann Goering 
Was a soldier of fortune whose 
love for war and its spoils is so 
typically a German characteristic. 

Goering proved to be an ex- 
cellent soldier in World War I 
and he was considered one of the 
best pilots in his time. Contempt 
for life. his own and others, is 
ne of Goering’s outstanding char- 
acteristics. He has also a lust 
for power and splendor which is 
so strong that no moral restric- 
tions would hold him back. 

His loyalty to Hitler was mere 
ly a matter of convenience. He 
would not hesitate to betray him 
if it could bring him advantage. 
He has no particular intelligence. 
Any ideology is good which suits 
his purpose. Having no moral 
scruples, he was open to bribery, 
and Germany was full of stories 
of his corruption. 

HAD NO MERCY 

This type of man has no sense 
of mercy or magnanimity and dur- 
ing the notorious purge in 1934 
be was himself busy putting peo- 
ple to death. Never did he show 
any mercy. On the contrary, he 
took opportunity to rid himself of 
personal enemies, as, for instance, 
Gen. Schleicher. Then he ordered

VICIOUS JEW BAITER 

Julius Streicher was Germany’s 
most vicious Jew baiter. His news- 
paper, “Der Stuermer,” not only 
attacked the Jews, but it also at- 
tacked Christianity under the pre- 
tense that it was a low and im- 
pudent form of Judaism, 


Streicher constantly spurned all 
tolerance and morality based on 
the Christian religion ag being be- 
neath the dignity of man. He did 
it in such a way as to appeal to 
the most bestial instinots. 


He blasphemed God and the 
Bible by declaring that Jesus 
Christ was nothing but... (his 
exact words are unprintable). He 
has described Catholics and Prot- 
estants in words so vile that they 
can’t be repeated. 

His outpourings were so loath- 
some as to create the impression 
that the man was insane. In pri- 
vate life he was a moral leper. 
He was one of the few German 
soldiers who, during World War 
I, were court-martialed and con- 


victed of raping French women. 
And he is the man who was in- 
trusted with the training of Hitlem 
youth. Moreover, his paper, “Der 


'Stuermer,” was compulsory read- 


ing for Nazi school children. 
LEY WAS UNFIT 

Dr. Robert Ley, former leader 
of the German National Socialist 
Labor front, is another despicable 
character. No more unfit person 
could have been selected for that 
job. He was one of the most con- 
temptible figures of the Third 
Reich and a man of low moral 
quality, with impudent street-cor- 
ner eloquences. Dr. Ley’s person- 
ality was certain proof that what 
the Nazis called “the solution of 
the social question” was nothing 
but a tremendous bluff hiding the 
most unscrupulous exploitation of 
the working classes. 

Under Dr. Ley the workers not 
only got less wages for longer

PARADED IMMORALITY 


Prior to his elevation to foreign 
minister, Von Ribbentrop was 
Nazi ambassador to England 
where he was known to be cor- 
rupt and excessive in his private 
life. Curiously enough, he paraded 
‘his immoralities with the utmost 
cynicism and frankness. 


Dr. Alfred Rosenberg was the 
doctrinaire of the Nazi philosophy 
and Hitler’s expert on racial ques- 
tions. He grew up in Riga, be- 
tween the civilization of Germany 
and the civilization of Russia, 
having received his high school 
education in Russia. 

Hating Russia, he soon learned 


to hate the Jews with the fanatic- 
ism found only in those who have 
lost all sense of reason. This ha- 
tred so dominated his whole per- 
sonality that he often spoke with 
contempt of Christ because he was 
of Jewish origin. In his opinion 
Christianity is only Judaism in dif- 
ferent form, and therefore should 
be destroyed. 

PERPETRATED FRAUD

Family Ettorts Combined 


To Build Summer Home 


Editor’s Note: This is another in a series of stories, written by 
Sally Forth, on suburban homes of Atlantans, where smart society 
is wont to gather during the carefree, summer months. Other

Several years ago, Mrs. Frederick W. Bull Sr., her son, Frederick, 
and her brother, Robert S. Newcomb, who reside at the Ponce de 
Leon apartments, began pining for a spot where they could spend 
weekends in the country. So they bought a beautifully wooded tract, 
10 miles from the heart of the city, on Osborne road, and immediate- 
ly began formulating plans for the erection of their “camp.” Bob and 
Fred sketched the plans for the house, bought enough used brick 
and second-hand lumber for its construction, and as soon as the 
carpenters had finished with the foundation, framework and roof, 
they got down to business, building partitions, putting in electric 
wiring, flooring, and inside pine paneling. After many months of 
hard work, whenever occasions permitted, the house was finished 
and Mrs. Bull began furnishing it with left-overs which were not 
needed in the town flat. Each weekend, when the weather permitted, 
was spent at the camp and when warm days arrived, Mrs. Bull 
moved out to spend the summer. 

In its first stages, the camp consisted of three rooms—a natural 
pine-paneled joint living and dining room with stone fireplace, de- 
signed with gopper smoke fender, and a fluted cornice above the 

ntel, which Fred made himself; an enclosed porch across the 
ré@r of the house, used as a bedroom; bath and kitchen, equipped 
with electric stove and frigidaire. 

Mrs. Bull, who became more and more country-minded, spent all 
of her spare time in clearing dead and diseased trees and in land- 
scaping the grounds. From Thomasville, where her sister, Mrs. 
Eugene Smith, lived in one of show places of the city, she trans- 
planted quantities of lowquarts, camellias, pitisporum, azalaes, gar- 
denias, nandinas, spirea, crape myrtles, ophiopogum, perennial baby’s 
breath, mimosas and bulbs of many varieties. Various friends do- 
nated ivy, blue hydrangeas, valley lilies, clematis, roses, iris and a 
number of perennials. 

It was not long before an addition was made to the camp. A 
spacious pine-paneled living room with full length, leaded paned bay 
windows was built immediately in front of and adjoining the com- 
bined living and dining room, and upstairs a master bedroom, ex- 
tending the length and width of the living room; a bath and smaller 
bedroom were added. 

There is charm and a restful atmosphere about the camp. Color- 
ful slip and chair covers, made of flowered chintz in shades of let- 
tuce-green, soft blues and cherry red, give a dash of color to the 
living room. A portrait of Fred, as a small boy, hangs over the 
mantel, and a recent one of his wife, the former Baba Wilmot, 
adorns the wall, both from the brush of Mrs. Bull, who is a gifted 
artist. 

The walls in the larger bedroom are oyster-white with mist-gray 
woodwork. The furniture was bought unfinished and painted pearl 
gray. The twin beds are covered with flowered chintz bedspreads 
and similar chintz is used in the skirt for the dressing table. Crisp 
white organdy curtains, trimmed with full ruffles, adorn the win- 
dows and a turkey-red window seat and cushions brighten one cor- 
ner of the boudoir. 

The walls of the smaller bedroom are also white. Here the bed- 
spread and dressing table skirt are made of white eyelette em- 
broidery, over pale yellow. 

The dining room is compact and cozy with curtains fashioned of 

red and white chintz, printed in fishing scenes. Small Chinese plates 
are grouped together on one of the walls and another portrait by 
Mrs. Bull graces the side wall, opposite the fireplace. The back porch 
is now a sunroom, lined with bookshelves and furnished informally 
in odds and ends. 
A bubbling brook flows behind the house and wood ferns border 
the walkways. This summer, while Fred, who is a Navy lieutenant, 
has been at sea, Baba has spent the greater part of the time with 
Mrs. Bull at her cool and inviting camp. Mrs. Smith, who now resides 
with her sister and brother at the Ponce de Leon apartments and 
who prefers bright lights to katydids and tree frogs, and Bob, her 
brother, join the family group each Sunday for a resume of the 
weekly news and happenings, and an appetizing supper which Mrs. 
Bull and Baba prepare. Incidentally, aside from their artistic 
talents, both Mrs. Bulls are exceptional cooks.

“If ever a man was a ‘nurse’ for hundreds of children, it was 
Mr. Swint. After he took over the sole ownership of the Ponce 
de Leon theater he continued to cater to children. The mothers 
of the neighborhood would send their children to this theater for 
en afternoon of clean entertainment. Also the mothers would con- 
sult him about arrranging a theater party for a child’s birthday. 

“I can also recollect when Mr. Swint gave the children candy, 
toy airplanes, yo-yos and other numerous little items on certain 
days. On Friday there was an amateur night and that was when 


the kids really took over.

To Smell Other Cities 


Macon, one of our sister cities of whom we 

are justly proud, is going to grow into an in- 

i dustrial center where the winds no longer will

In such a process of development, growing pains are inevitable. 
When the growing pains are done; when the factories are going 
full blast and the pay roll is making the city more prosperous;

Mr. Kenneth White, manager of Radio Station WMOG, in- 
formed the committee, “On an overcast day with the wind right, 
it smells like overripe cabbage, but I just tell myself it smells 
like money and that makes even overripe cabbage attractive.” 


The committee faithfully reported a new waitress in Savannah 
who said: “Is that what I’ve been smelling. I thought it was the 
customers.” 

An Army sergeant said, 
enough. I think it’s bad.” 

A Mrs. Marshall cheerfully said it was terrible “but not bad 
enough to make her leave town.”’

‘Why Should the Spirit 
. Of Mortal Be Proud?’ 


During the recent vacation, which ended a 

week ago, I read, among other books, George F. 

Willison’s “Saints and Strangers.” This is the 

story of the Mayflowers—there were two such ships making port 

at Plymouth, a dozen years or so apart—and of the men and women, 

Pilgrims and others, who established that early colonial outpost on 
American shores. 

There is no room to doubt the authenticity of the facts told. It 
is history, quoted, much of it, verbatim from the written accounts 
of their experiences penned by the Pilgrims themselves. 

The truth is far different from the mythology which has grown 
up around the legend of the Pilgrims. Yet it did not seem to me 
as though the truth is something to regret. For it reveals the Pil- 
grims and their associates as not so stilted, heroized figures of a 
romantic story, but rather as very human creatures, with all the 
weaknesses, ethical frailties and courage that ordinary human be- 


ings possess. 


With but few exceptions the Pilgrims and 
those who traveled with them came from 
comparatively humble origins in England. They were simple, middle- 
class people, escaping from the clerical tyranny of the established 
church. Yet it is evident they had no real conception of freedom 
of religion. What they sought was freedom for their own re- 
ligion—they had little patience with those of differing faith. _ 
Not all who traveled on the first Mayflower, or on other ships 
which came later, were Pilgrims. The Pilgrims were members of 
a definite sect. Many on the Mayflower were not. These were 
men and women whose circumstances in life in England had be- 
come economically hopeless and who sought the chance of economic 
prosperity in a new land. Also, there were a considerable number 
of indentured servants—to all intents and purposes the slaves of 
those to whom they were bound. ; 
It is rather surprising to learn that the three names with which 
we are today most familiar—thanks to Longfellow—were none of 
them actual Pilgrims. Miles Standish was a soldier of fortune. He 
became military leader of the colony because of his military experl- 
ence, despite his nonmembership in the Pilgrim church. And, by 
the way, if Priscilla Mullins had married him she would have been 
his third or fourth wife. The mortality rate among the wives was 
high and no man remained a widower long. He usually remarried 
within a couple of months after death of the former spouse. 
John Alden and Priscilla were both among the group who came

Yet, later, when neighboring pioneer groups, not members of 
their sect, did exactly the same thing the Pilgrims were righteously 
indignant at such thievery. 

At times, too, they were rather treacherous in their dealings with 
the Indians; there were a number of Indians slain in manner hard 
to describe as other than murder. 

That ancient troublemaker, Sex, was quite active among the 
Pilgrims. Usually children due to be born out of wedlock were 
legitimatized by quick marriage of their parents, enforced by the 
church. 

And they had a church rule which inflicted heavy punishment 
on the father of a child born too soon after the wedding ceremony. 
(Not infrequently a disillusioned wife “got even” with her husband 
by informing the church leaders of premarital cohabitation. And 
then laughed at the poor guy undergoing public chastisement. ) 

Furthermore, a lot of innocent couples were punished on this 
score, simply because such a thing as premature birth was not 
accepted as a possibility. 

Incidentally, they did not step ashore via Plymouth Rock. That 
idea was dreamed up by a smart publicity man—or whatever they 
then called him—a century or more later.

Mental Hospital 
In Deplorable State 


The legislative probers who visited the Mil 
ledgeville state hospital six months ago and then 
came back this weekend were high in their praise 

of the dormitories—but to me some of the dormitories were the 
worst looking places it has ever been my misfortune to visit. It 
amazed me when these legislators could pat the welfare depart- 
ment on the back and brag on how well the twin buildings looked. 
I have never seen a jail in as bad condition as these buildings where 
mentally ill Georgians are confined. The buildings are firetraps, 
potential deathhouses which any day may indict the people of 
Georgia for their neglect. They are overcrowded to a pitiful de- 
gree. More than 150 beds are jammed into a room which was in- 
tended for a recreation hall—eliminating any privacy among pa- 
tients and at the same time robbing the patients of any indoor 
recreational facilities. The buildings are dark and dreary and the 
walls of some of the rooms and halls are in indescribable condition. 
Most of the beds are of aged wooden structure conducive to bugs 
and the mattresses are lumpy. The twin buildings are not a fit 
place to confine a war criminal. 

“How can you have a good word for the twin buildings?” I asked 
Sen. Bill Freeman and Rep. Wayne Hinson. 

To which they replied: “You should have seen the condition 
these buildings were in six months ago. There is all the differ- 
ence ir the world.” 

“When we were here last March,” commented Rep. Bob Chesh- 
ire, “I had to puff continuously on a strong cigar in order to be 
able to go into the building without becoming ill. Today I smoked 
only a cigaret.” 

The solons all agreed that Dr. Y. H. Yarbrough and Judge A. J. 
Hartley had been extraordinarily busy during these intervening six 
months to clean up the twin buildings. Filth had been eliminated. 
DDT had been used against insects. Pa:nters had been busy with 
a clean up, paint up, and general repair campaign. Plenty of prog- 
ress has been made here, the investigators found. 


A Waste of Money Aside from the temporary relief it must 


have afforded the occupants, the money 
spent in painting and patching up the twin buildings has been 
wasted. All of the investigating committee agreed that the only 
improvement that can be made to these buildings is to totally destroy 
them. The hospital administration recommends this. It asks for 
new buildings to replace these djJeathtraps which strain the nerves 
of sane persons and cannot possibly offer recuperation for a men- 
tally ill person. 

Sen. Freeman recalled that innumerable legislative committees 
have condemned the twin buildings over a period of many years. If 
the people of Georgia could walk through these buildings which 
house their friends and loved ones, they would demand that they 
be replaced with modern hospital dormitories. Rep. Ben Fortson 
says they might even back up the legislature by agreeing to pay for 
these improvements. It seems that the past legislators have not 
done anything about the buildings because of lack of money. 


Studious Committee ™2¥°r W. L. Ritchie, of Milledgeville, 


and other local officials were impressed 
with the study the present legislative investigating committee made 
of the state hospital. The committee arrived Wednesday, inspected 
the institution Thursday and Friday,- and went over recommenda- 
tions of Supt. Yarbrough, Welfare Director Hartley and the medi- 
cal staff, and then carried notes home to prepare their own recom- 
mendations later. There have been legislative committees in the 
past which casually dropped into the hospital shortly before noon, 
had lunch, took a brief glance at a i:ew patients from their own 
home counties and a perfunctory glimpse of a building or two, went 
to a watermelon cutting in the afternoon, and then rushed home on 
the first train they could get, local citizens recalled.

If the average layman were 
asked to describe the news- 
paper business, he might say 
that it consisted of selling 
newspapers to readers and ad. 

That, 
in his mind, would encompass 
its whole scope. If that were 
true, 1 would not care to be 
in the publishing business, as 
I have been practically all of 
my life, starting as a newsboy. 
The man who makes steel for 
industry or bricks for builders 
lays in his raw materials, 
turns out the finished goods, 
maintains a good sales organ- 
ization and, if the ledger bal- 
ances handsomely, has served 
his purpose and is satisfied. 
This is not the case with a 
newspaper. 


Georgia—Field of 
Opportunity 


It wouldn’t make sense to 
say that the publisher does 
not keep his eye on. the 
ledger. The first essential to 
the going and growing charac- 
ter of the newspaper enter- 
prise is its solvency. A 
healthy ledger is not to be pro- 
moted, however, by a purely 
mercantile operation. I can- 
not see how any publisher 
could be content with the one 
item of profit and loss. There 
must be a very much broader 
conception of the enterprise. 
A newspaper is closely tied 
into the affairs of humanity. 
It tells what is going on in 
the world and it makes its 
comment upon the flow of 
current events. But even this 
is still but a small part of the 
operation. If he is a news- 
paper man worthy of the pro- 
fession, he looks to a yet more 
important source of his own 
individual satisfaction. He

realize that his 
newspaper has done more 
than to report and inter- 
pret the happenings of the 
day. On taking inventory at 
the end of the year, he wants 
to see what,.contribution has 
been made to the cultural 
growth of the community, to 
every local activity which 
makes it a better place to live 
and grow. He must hope, by 
awakening a public sense of 
responsibility, to bring about 
an improving order of official 
conduct and a_ continuing 
Vigilance on the part of organ- 
izations designed to promote 
the public good. In order to 
meet these requirements, he 
would naturally select for his 
activities the field which 
offered the best opportunities. 
; He would be attracted by a 
city and state where there 
was much to be done, where 
there was prospect of larger 
development in industry, in 
education, and in all of the 
things which make up pro- 
gressive communities. The 
tide of migration in this coun- 
try toward the prairies and on 
to the Pacific was due entirely 
to the one factor of opportu- 
nity.

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NEW BOOK NEWS

“WHAT THE SOUTH AMERICANS THINK OF US” (McBride) 
is a timely symposium by four distinguished writers on the people 
to the south. These four, the countries abut which they write, and 
the special qualifications of each are: 


Carlton Beals— Peru, Bolivia 
and Chile. Mr. Beals is the au- 
thor of 16 books on Latin-Ameri- 
can subjects, has been a newspa- 
per correspondent and magazine 
writer of distinction for years, and 
has given special courses at the 
University of California, National 
University of Mexico, and the New 
York School for Social Research. 


Herschel Brickel—Colombia and 
Venezuela. Assistant chief of the 
American Republics section of the 
division of cultural co-operation in 
Washington, this writer is in 
charge of the whole cultural re- 
lations program with Latin-Amer- 
fea. He has been literary editor 
of the New York Evening Post and 
once was cultural attache of the 
U. S. embassy in Bogota. 

Samuel Guy Inman—Argentina 
and Chile. An adviser to the gov- 
ernment on Latin-American affairs 
and the personal friend of many 
leaders to the south, Mr. Inman 
lived for 10 years in Mexico and 
has visited Latin America annu- 
ally since 1914. He is author of 
two bookg on this region, which 
has been a life interest and study 
with him. 

Bryce Oliver—Brazil and Uru- 
guay. For three years a United 
Press correspondent in Brazil, this 
one of the four authors has “aired” 
many a Latin-American topic on 
WHN or WEVD. He is regarded 
as a two-way interpreter. He tells 
us about South Americans and 
them about us. 


These four “experts” have pro- 
duced a book the dominant note of 
which is frankness. It is a solemn 
warning—a challenge to this coun- 
try to consider wisely our fellow 
Americans, lest we and they, 
through misunderstanding, plant 
the seeds that will grow into un- 
pleasant and peace-threatening dis- 
cord. 


SOMETHING NEW AND VAL- 
TABLE among anthologies is “Half 
a Hundred Tales by Great Ameri- 
can Writers” (Blakiston), edited 
with an introduction by Charles 
Grayson. 

With the exception of Ernie 
Pyle, all the authors herein rep- 
resented are living and writing to- 
day. All, too, are among the 
bést—top-flight producers of the 
cream of contemporary prose. 

Much of the content of this vol- 
ume is new. Twenty-four of these 
stories are appearing in book form 
for the first time. Among the big- 
name authors who wrote these are 
John Steinbeck, Thornton Wilder, 
William Faulkner, John P. Mar- 
quand, John Cheever, Ernest Hay- 
cox, Dashiell Hammett, S. J. Perel- 
man, Irwin Shaw and James M. 
Cain. 

Many of the other 26 stories in 
this “half-a-hundred” callection 
will be new to the average reader 
also because Capt. Grayson has 
made a point of selecting pieces 
which are not found in the usual 
anthology. As he says in his dis- 
cerning introduction, many famous 
stories are abused by constant re- 
appearances as the single exam- 
ple of an author’s work. Real 
writers are continually producing 
new stories which deserve consid- 
eration.

BEHIND THE LINES 


We met an author the other 
day who had just seen his first 
novel, “The White Tower,” turn 
into one of the current literary 
skyrockets. It seemed incredible 
that he could be so composed for 
the height of his success had not 
been reached early or with ease, 
In fact, JAMES RAMSEY ULL- 
MAN did quite a lot of zigzagging 
through one occupation and then 
another before he got onto the 
right track. Meantime he knew 
he had not found the right thing 
yet, but was interested even if a 
bit restless about the porpoise-like 
speed at which he was progressing 
toward his goal. 

Mr. Ullman is lean and brown 
in coloring so that he blends nice- 
ly with the tweeds which, together 
with hig neatly clipped moustache 
and precise English, hints at be- 
ing born somewhere other than 
New York. However that is a mis- 
take. He arrived in this world 
via New York City, where his par- 
ents lived around Ninetieth street 
and Central Park. When he was 
eighteen and a freshman at Prince- 
ton, he went to Europe with some 
friends and almost stopped the 
tour when he landed in Switzer- 
land. It was there he saw the 
mountains which drew him so ir- 
resistably that he knew immediate- 
ly it was a devotion which would 
last -his lifetime. There he be- 
came a mountain climber con: 
verted to it so thoroughly that he 
has since scaled mountains in al- 
most every part of the world. 

He wrote “The White Tower,” 
in eleven months, spending a cou- 
ple more polishing it. There is 
some question in the family about 
who worked the hardest on this 
book. He writes with pencil in a 
hand that only his wife can read. 
Although he cannot write until he 
has mentally pulled together the 
sentence he finds right, a state of 
affairs which calls for a lot of 
mental anguish but means little 
rewriting of the first manuscript, 
his wife has to decipher it when 
it is finished. She typed this 200,- 
000 word novel three times. 

All this is more exciting at the 
moment than those years of zig- 
zagging referred to which led up 
to it. James Ullman had been 
reporter, theater director and pro- 
ducer, and recently spent a year 
and a half with the American 
field service in Africa. Inter- 


this kept him fairly busy. While 
producing he brought out ten 
plays, among them “Men In 
White.” All the plays were not 
as successful as that one and after 
four “flops” Ullman escaped to 
South America, The diary kept 
on his trip through Brazil pro- 
vided material for a book. He 
wrote another later but neither 
one of them set the world on 
fire. A lot of his short stories did, 
however, sufficiently at least to 
turn Ullman ‘into a full time 
writer. 


His 
publisher, Lynn Carrick, was at 
last repaid for encouraging UII- 
man through the years by finding 
this manuscript, complete and 
well done, on his own desk last 
spring. It was not long until Book 
of the Month shared the author’s 
and publisher’s enthusiasm for 
“The White Tower,” and it started 
off in the half-million copies class, 
Ullman was “made.”

Things I Can Give My Child 


These have everlasting values 
no borhbs can destroy, nor can 


an enemy confiscate them... 


Sues are worrying about the effects 


of the war on the next generation. They 
remind us that it is a hard world for a child 
to grow up in. It set me to recalling my own 
childhood in a more stable period of history. 
What did it give me that I can’t give my 
own child today in a war-torn, tortured 


world? The question made me take inven-_ 


tory of the things that have stood me and 
my generation in good stead. To my de- 
light I discovered that every one of them 
is still available for parents to pass along to 
this younger generation which we are told 
is in danger of being “‘lost.”’ 

The verities of life remain much the same 
regardless of troubled years. They are 
merely apt to get lost sight of in the tur- 
moil. I’m for retrieving them, dusting them 
off and bequeathing them to our young ones 
in the sure knowledge that no matter what 
lies ahead, these heritages from a quieter 
past will steady and fortify them against a 
too-easy despair. 


I can still give my child a belief in God. 
It’s the “be still and know”’ of my early 
training that has so often quieted me in 
time of trouble. My child must have this 
same calm, sure faith so that when the going 
gets rough, he can turn to something bigger 
than. himself. He will need it if he is to 
escape frustration and cynicism. 

I can still give my child faith in 
prayer and familiarity with the Bible. 


The person who can pray is not alone in 


the world and without hope. And the 
words of the Bible can comfort and reassure 
my child in any future dark hour when they 
may mean the difference between staying 
steady or going to pieces. 

Every evening after dinner my father 
used to say to one of us, “Bring me the

Book.” He read aloud to us, sonorous begatls 
and all, chapter by chapter. When I am 
hard-pressed by trouble or pain, the right 
verse always pops miraculously out of the 
past. “Let not your heart be troubled, 
neither let it be afraid ...”’ ‘“‘Faith, hope, 
and love, but the greatest of these is 
love...”’ “A new law I give unto ye, that 
ye love one another... ”’ 

I can still give my child the graciousness 
of grace at table before meals, with head 
bowed in recognition of the goodness and 
abundance of the universe. Giving thanks 
instead of griping is largely an emotional 
habit. The child who learns early to count 
his blessings is seldom found later in the 
grumble seats of this world. 


I can still give my child the great hymns 
of the past. I grew up loving and singing 
“A Mighty Fortress Is Our God,” “Abide 
With Me,” and “Rock of Ages.” In black 
hours the old tunes come back and hum 
themselves to my heart, or I hear one of 
them over the radio and am lifted out of 
depression. My child has a rght to this same 
dear nostalgia when he is grown older. 

I can still give my child the treasure of 
remembered poetry. A Lost Generation 
takes sleeping pills or develops insomnia 
with its chronic resultant fatigue and neuro- 
sis. My generation can lull itself mentally 
by. murmuring: 

“Over his keys the musing organist, 
Beginning doubtfully and far away, 
First lets his fingers wander as they list, 
And builds a bridge from dreamland for 
his lay...” 

I can still give my child the knowledge 
that he is loved. Nothing else ever quite 
takes the place of it. If you learn it young, 
you go on taking it for granted all through 
life and somehow, in this particular in- 
stance, you seem to get what you expect. 
You aren’t always looking for people to let 
you down. And so they don’t. Any parent 
can give this priceless heritage to any child, 
provided it’s true. I’m quite sure that no 
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sincerely, deeply loved child ever goes very 
far wrong. He can never belong to a Lost 


‘ Generation. 


I can still give my child the discipline of 
hard work. True, there are no longer rails to 
split or woodboxes to keep full. But the reg- 
ular responsibility for watering the flowers, 
weeding the garden, mowing the lawn, feed- 
ing the pup or shining the family shoes is a 
fair substitute. Shoveling a path through 
a tall snowdrift can teach modern young 
fry all the virtues of pioneering which 
strengthened our forefathers and 
helped mold their firm character. 

I can toughen my child against the exi- 
gencies of an admittedly hard world by not 
picking him up in the car every time it 
showers. Occasional wet feet are wiser than 
molly-coddling. 

I can still give my child a tough but ten- 
der heart. There are certain advantages 
about being brought up as I was on the doc- 
trine of original sin. Today we have a dif- 
ferent name for it — complexes, phobias, 
neurosés —- but switching names hasn't 
changed the fact that people aren’t angels 
yet. To know that he is bound to meet up 
with a lot of plain cussedness from others as 
he goes through life, saves a child the shock 
of disillusionment later. It makes him toler- 
ant toward the evil-doer, but adamant 
against the evil-doing. It gives him a stout 
but gentle heart. 


Durinc days of troubled sorrow and world 
strife, I cannot hope to give my child the 
ordered peace and quiet serenity of the up- 
eventful 1900’s into which I was born. 
But the things that shaped me and my gen- 
eration and have armed us against harm — 
these things I can still give him today. For 
they are the everlasting values that are the 
same yesterday and tomorrow. Airplanes 
cannot fly above them or submarines dive 
beneath them. Neither can the bombs de- 
stroy them. They are for keeps. And who 
keeps them is kepi — kept from ever being 
too badly hurt or lost.

Meet Brad Hammond, veteran 


sleuth. Racketeers, beautiful 


gem thieves, boy bandits and 


gunmen — he’s caught them all 


HAT 1s a detective? 
That may seem a foolish question 
but there is probably not one person in a 
thousand who can answer it correctly. We 
Americans have read more about detectives, 
and know less about them, than any other 
public figures. 

In the last 25 years, an estimated 60,000 
short stories and 8,000 novels have been pub- 
lished about the profession — over 500,000,- 
000 words. Yet the popular conception of a 
detective is curiously unreal. People think of 
him as a profound Nero Wolfe or a dashing 
Perry Mason —a sharp private operator 
whose glamorous career is one long round of 
murder mysteries. 

How does this fictional paragon stack up 
against the real flesh-and-blood article? Well, 
let’s take a look at the real article: 

Bradley Hammond is one of the best- 
known veteran detectives in New York 
typical of those who can be found in most 
U.S. cities. He is 47 years old, tall, power- 
fully built. Hammond joined the police force 
shortly after World War I (he got the Purple 
Heart for a bullet he picked up at St.-Mihiel). 


Bullet in His Stomach 


He workep his way up from a uniformed 
policeman to a “detective first-grade,” and 
for many years he was a member of the 
famous Hell’s Kitchen squad that covers 
New York’s tough West Side. A couple of 
years ago, he had to retire from police work 
because of a bullet he picked up on Sixth 
Avenue. This one is still in his stomach, and 
on rainy days it’s a twinging reminder of his 
duty in the Tenderloin. 

Hammond himself says, “‘People have the 
idea that private detectives do all the im- 
portant crime work. They think that police 
detectives just string along behind and make 
dumb remarks. That’s crazy, of course. All 
crime, big and small, is handled strictly by 
police detectives. I’ve worked on about ten 
thousand cases in my life and I can’t remem- 
ber a single one where a private detective 
was called in. Private detectives handle civil 
cases, such as divorce evidence. 
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*“*In the second place,’’ he goes on, 
**people seem to think that detectives do 
practically nothing but work on murder 
cases. Yet in nineteen thirty-nine — that was 
a peak year for crime in New York City 
about One case in five thousand was a homi- 
cide. So you can see that a detective has plenty 
of excitement in his life besides murder.”’ 
Hammond, at least, seems to have had 
plenty of excitement. In fact, if you listen 
to the boys at the 18th Precinct (the Hell's 
Kitchen squad) Hammond begins to sound 
like a fiction detective. All the old-timers have 
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fabulous yarns to tell about him. Detective 
Walter Curtayne, one of Hammond's ex- 
partners, has his favorite: “‘The first job I 
ever did with Brad,”’ he says, “‘was a payroll 
stickup. He'd been tipped off in advance about 
it, and he stationed half a dozen of us inside 
and outside the building. 

“The gunmen came in all right, but they 
smelled a rat and ducked out quick to their 
car. I was panicky and yelled at a cruising 
taxicab. It swerved over to me. ‘It’s the law, 
brother,’ I said. ‘Catch that blue sedan!’ 
Off we tore, and I heard the cabby chuckle. 
I took another look at him — so help me, it 
was Brad Hammond!”’ 


It’s Plain, Hard Work 


However, Hammond claims that a detec- 
tive’s life is mostly plain, ordinary hard work. 
‘‘I remember many a time that I sat in the 
squad room at the 18th Precinct Station 
and had nothing to do but take ‘squeals,’ ”’ 
he says. (Taking “‘squeals’’ means sitting at 
the telephone and recording complaints from 
outraged citizens who have been robbed of 
their wallets or watches or automobiles or 
whatnot.) 

‘*But then there were other times when 
we were all run bow-legged with work. 
One day I'll never forget. I started with an 
extortion, got a hit-and-run accident, an as- 
sault in a penthouse and a restaurant holdup. 
I finished up by helping to run down some 
silk thieves in a midtown loft building. 
Brother, that’s the kind of a day when it’s 
hard to get home for your meals. 

‘“‘By the way, that silk job was really one 
for the books. Four of us went down to 
Twenty-second Street on a tip, about ten 
o'clock at night. Two guys went inside the 
building and two stayed outside to go up the 
fire escape. I was one of the guys who were 
supposed to go up the fire escape — and me, 
afraid to look out my own apartment-house 
window for fear of getting dizzy! Well, my 
partner and I climbed eleven stories on that 
fool rickety grate — it makes me sick to my 
stomach to think of it now. 


““I Hate Fire Escapes!’’ 


*“THEN things began to happen. The detec- 
tives who'd gone up inside the building 
flushed the silk boys out onto the fire escape. 
Three of the guys gave up right then because 
they didn’t want to go down the escape. 
The fourth ran down and fired three shots 
at me and my partner. We caught him in the 
wrist with a shot. He gave up, too. So every- 
thing was all right and we could go home to 
bed. But, boy, do I hate fire escapes!” 
Incidentally, the silk job was interesting 
because there was a full moon. “‘For some 
reason,’’ says Hammond, “every crook and 
troublemaker in town begins to act up when 
there's a full moon. The records show that 
arrests gO Way up on a moonlit night.” 
Hammond estimates that 95 percent of 
cases are eventually cleared up. ‘““There’s 
one point that may surprise people, though,” 
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LOCKED doors couldn't stop Braa 


he says. ‘“‘Most cases are not closed in short 
order. -You generally solve one case when 
you’re working on an entirely different one, 
maybe six months later.” 

For instance, a few summers ago the 18th 
squad was plagued with an epidemic of 
“knock-out drop”’ thefts. Every few days a 
sheepish male would report that he had met 
a beautiful blonde or brunette in a bar and 
that she had invited him to join friends in 
a near-by hotel. Upon arriving he had taken 
a few sips of a drink and remembered nothing 
more until 12 hours later when he woke up 
minus a valuable ring and plus a headache. 


A New Variation 


For months the cases went unsolved, but 
one day a dentist walked into the squad room 
and told the old story with a new variation. 
He had met two beautiful girls, one a blonde 
and the other a brunette. The younger girl 
had referred to the older as her aunt. 

Hammond’s mind clicked back to a case 
a couple of years before in which two such 
girls, posing as aunt and niece, had figured. 
He dug out their apartment address and went 
there fast. Fortunately they had not moved 
— so he turned the place inside out. The ring 
turned up all right; also the “knock-out 
drops” — chloral hydrate. 

This short piece of work closed nearly a 
dozen local cases, as well as a trail of similar 
ones that stretched across the nation. 

‘Their mistake was working a job to- 
gether,’’ Hammond says. ““They’d never 
have got caught separately. Incidentally, 
I think I gave birth to a litter of detective 
stories that night. You’ve read where the 
jewels were found frozen in an ice ‘cube? 
Well, that’s exactly where I found the ring. 

“In fiction stories,’” says Hammond, “‘you 
always find the detective spending a lot of 
time on brilliant deduction — in an easy chair. 
If a real detective ever wasted time that way, 
he’d get ‘flopped’ back to uniform in twenty- 
four hours.: There’re too many records to 
check, too many leads to follow up. And 


the most important thing of all is searching. 
Give me ten minutes in a suspect’s room and 
I'll out-deduct any fiction detective.” 

The fact that Hammond could walk through 
half the locked doors in New York helped 
considerably. The trick is so preposterously 
simple that he doesn’t care to explain it — 
too many crooks know it already. The only 
hint he gives is that a certain common type 
of safety lock can be forced with an object 
that everyone carries in his wallet or purse. 

The most disagreeable part of detective 
work is the gunplay. Of course a detective is 
a much better-trained marksman than the 
average gangster. But marksmanship means 
nothing in close-up work, particularly when 
a gun is pulled unexpectedly. 


Trapped in Tight Spots 


Hammonp has been caught empty-handed 
three times in his career. Twice the weapon 
happened to be a revolver, and he squirmed 
out of trouble by a desperate trick. “If 
you can manage to grab the cylinder of a 
revolver, so it won’t turn, the gunman can’t 
fire on you,” he explains. 

It is ironical that a man who won 15 
citations for shooting it out with thieves 
and gangsters should come to grief at the 
hands of a high-school boy. On Christmas 
Eve, 1942, Hammond and another detective, 
Curtayne, were called to a pawnshop to ques- 
tion a youth trying to pawn a suspicious cam- 
era. When Curtayne went to the phone to 
report to headquarters, the kid shoved a gun 
in Hammond’s ribs. “I got a side glimpse of 
it, and I said to myself, ‘Oh-oh, Hammond, 
you'll have to think up a new trick this time! 
It’s not a revolver — it’s an automatic!” 

He tried to talk his way out of it, but at 
the-sound of Curtayne returning from the 
phone, the boy got panicky and shot. Ham- 
mond fell. Curtayne chased the gunman and 
stopped him with a scalp wound. Haminond 
was nearly despaired of. But after weeks in an 
oxygen tent, he pulled through and returned 
to duty. Not for long, though; the wound 
meant the end of his police work. 

“‘Not much like a story book,’’ Hammond 
says. “Imagine Dick Tracy getting shot up 
by a high-school kid.”’ 

No, a real detective is not much like a 
fiction detective. He’s not apt to get famous, 
and he most certainly never gets rich. But 
when you talk to Brad Hammond and see 
the nostalgic gleam in his eye, you know how 
deeply the work must get into a man’s blood. 


Builds New Career 


Since he quit his original career, Hammond 
has already built a new one. When he retired 
from duty, he managed to get enough backing 
to open a swank midtown restaurant. His 


personal popularity and glamorous reputa- ” 


tion were assets — but he also proved to be a 
born restaurateur: The place was fast becom- 
ing a favorite of the gourmets when the food 
shortage licked it. 

Today Hammond has stepped up to man- 
agership of one of the East Side’s newest, 
suavest cafés. Detective work is only a hobby 
with him these days — he works on an occa- 
sional case when he has time. 

But he shakes his head slowly. “If it wasn't 
for that bullet in me,”’ he says, “‘I’d be in the 
squad room right now!”’ The End 
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MURDERED: When Tania Lubova was killed, Hammond helped break the case

The nightmare of mariners is a blaze 
on board — but they’ve found three 


effective ways of fighting it... 


IRE at sea can be one of the worst horrors known to man. 
It traps its victims between two of the most loathsome 
forms of death: burning and drowning. 

Today, man is prepared to stay aboard and fight fire. 
And the war has taught him to fight it three ways: by fog; 
by foam; by COQ,. 

When using fog you are actually putting water on the flames 
— certainly no innovation. But water must be sprayed to be 
fully effective. This permits the water almost instantaneously 
to be converted into steam. The steam deprives the fire of 
much of its oxygen. 

For this type of fire fighting the Navy has a ‘‘fog nozzle,”’ 
a glorification of the fine spray on your garden hose. 


Extinguishes Gasoline Fires 


Foam, the second method, spreads a heavy, milky blanket 
of foam over a fire. Again, it shuts off the supply of oxygen. 

Foam is the answer to particularly virulent gasoline fires 
which occasionally get beyond the fog treatment; they get 
so hot they even burn off the steam. But they can’t burn the 
sludge-like foam. 

CO,, carbon dioxide, is used in the third method, com- 
pressed into extinguishers which have a yard of rubber hose 
with a horn-like spout attache’ They shoot out a stream 
of carbon-dioxide vapor witich forms a cloud-blanket 
and smothers the flame. 

When the freighters and luxury liners ply the sea again they 
will doubtless have aboard some of these war babies. Tomor- 
row’s Morro Casile, instead of beaching black and burned out, 
with 134 charred bodies aboard, may simply be able to report: 
“Fire fogged out in fourteen minutes.”” — HOWARD WHITMAN

was promised as soon as the war was over. 

That’s the way libraries operate today. 
They are no longer mere guardians of books, 
living in a detached atmosphere of far away 
and long ago. They have taken their place asa 
potent force in the life of America. Their 


auditoriums and meeting rooms, now stand- 
ard equipment in the modern library, are 
used for a wide variety of activities — com- 
munity forums, concerts, home-front drives, 
P.T.A. meetings, adult-education classes, 
veterans’ aid centers, baby clinics. 


When meat rationing started in 1943, the 
Winchester, Mass., Library phoned one of the 
city’s leading butchers. Would he come in 
some evening and show housewives how they 
could make meat go further by more skilful 
carving? The butcher was taken aback by the 
request, but said he’d be glad to. The night 
of the demonstration, he donned a white 
apron, armed himself with a long, sharp 
knife, and proceeded to show a large audience 
some neat tricks in the art of point-stretching. 


Hush-Hush is Out 


Step into almost any modern library — and 
you will find the hushed, tiptoe atmosphere of 
former days gone. In the main reading room 
you may hear the soft strains of a Strauss 
waltz. If you’re in the mood for Beethoven — 
or Benny Goodman — the music room will 
have your favorite recording. The Brooklyn 
Library supplies earphones for those who 
would read to music — or its members 
may, for a slight charge, rent records to 
take home. The browsing nook in the Cleve- 
land Library reminds you of home — easy 
chairs, lamps, and plenty of ash trays. 

In a typical children’s room, such as 
Albany’s, you might hear another kind ‘of 
music — that of happy children singing, danc- 
ing, playing — and, incidentally, becoming 
acquainted with good books. Nursery schools, 
child-care centers, and playrooms like Al- 
bany’s are conducted by many libraries to 
relieve war-working mothers. 

Last year a gang of boys in one of Cleve- 
land’s underprivileged areas went on a ram- 
page. The neighborhood library cleaned out 
a basement storeroom, transformed it into a 
bright-looking clubhouse, and threw it open 
to the gang. Today these boys practically

live in the place, building model airplanes, 
learning to play musical instruments, and 
pursuing all sorts of newly-acquired hobbies. 
Libraries all over the country are adopting 
similar methods to get the kids off the corners. 

Somewhere in the Pacific a sailor on a sub- 
marine may have read a book on pigeon- 
raising. He may have borrowed it by mail 
from his home-town library. Or it might have 
been one of the ten million books collected for 
our armed forces through the American 
Libraries’ Victory Book Campaign. 

Perhaps the commander of that same sub- 
marine was studying a photograph of the Jap 
island he was heading for. Quite likely the 
photograph was part of a collection furnished 
by the Japs themselves — through the New 
York Public Library. Early in 1941 the Jap- 
anese Travel Bureau’s New York office 
very generously presented the library 
with the collection, which consisted of 
hundreds of scenic views of Japan. Imme- 
diately after Pearl Harbor these were turned 
over to the War arid Navy Departments, who 
were very much interested in Japanese 
scenery. 

The New York Library has also had a hand 
in the bombing of Berlin. From a phone 


directory furnished the RCAF, the bomber 
command was able to map out many prime 
targets in the German capital. 

In peaceful pursuits, too, our libraries are 
making their influence felt all over the world. 
On May 10, 1943, the National Library of 
Peru was destroyed by fire. Almost before 
the smoke had cleared. away, the American 
Library Association, with.the hearty approval 
of the State Department, began to Canvass 
its members for help in replacing the de- 
stroyed books. The Association is planning 
extensive book aid to China. 


Up and At ‘Em 


In spite of its numerous “extra-curricular” 
activities — or perhaps because of them - 
public library book circulation is soaring to 
new heights. The library of 1945 doesn’t sit 
around and wait for patrons to drop in. It 
goes out after them. as any modern business 
does—with radio broadcasts, newspaper pub- 
licity, window displays, and mailing lists. 
The Grand Rapids Library conducts a 
radio quiz program that entices listeners to 
come in and look up the answers. In Los 
Angeles, department store windows advertise 
the wares of the public library. Last fall the 
Chisholm, Minn., Library picked up some 
new patrons via a booth it rented at a turkey 
shoot. When a new book on beauty culture 
comes out, the Portland, Ore., Library tells 
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Books are brought to people who can't come in to get them 


the city’s beauty parlors about it. The New- 
ark Library runs a newspaper column. 
Libraries go even further. They bring their 
merchandise to people who can’t come in to 
get it — hospital ‘patients, home invalids, 
prison inmates and other unfortunates. Ham- 
pered by gas rationing, they managed to main- 
tain their service to outlying districts by in- 


genious methods. Nutley, N. J., circulated 
books by horse-drawn milk wagon. Edmon- 
ton, Canada, ran a 2,000-volume trolley-car 
library way out into the country. Kentucky 
mountaineers were served by mule pack. 
This 1s the American library of today — 
down out of its ivory tower, helping make his- 
tory, not merely preserve it. The End

How to make friends when 
you move into a new town 


— without being a “‘pusher”’ 


EARS ago the rules governing the paying 
a visits in a neighborhood were very 
strict, and a newcomer had to wait until the 
cards of older residents were left on her card 
tray. This is still correct, but the custom has 
been greatly relaxed. 

Today, Mrs. Elder meeting Nancy New- 
comer, whether in the house of. another 
neighbor, on leaving church or even at the 
market, would be likely to ask, “Aren’t you 
my new neighbor in the Jones house? I live 
in the white house with the wisteria 
over the door a short way down your 
street. Do come and see me sometime!”’ 

One with real friend-making instincts 
answers, “‘I’d love to!”’ 

Let us hope she answers with such engag- 
ing responsiveness that Mrs. Elder suggests, 
“Why not come tomorrow — at about four 
o'clock ?”’ 

Makes Brief Visits 


Next day, promptly at four, Nancy’ goes 
to see Mrs. Elder. Curbing her impulse to 
stay longer, she leaves at the end of the 
conventional half hour. After that, however, 
she stops in now and again for a few minutes, 
extends invitations to visit her at her home 
and eventually becomes a friend of thé whole 
family. 

Or, let us say that Mrs. Elder had not 
named a definite time. Nancy, as a friendly 
person, might telephone a day or two later 
and ask, ““May I come to see you this 
afternoon ?”’ 

Mrs. Elder may say, ““Yes,’’ and name the 
hour, or say, “No, I can’t be home today, 
but come tomorrow at four.” 

I should perhaps make plain the distinc- 


tion between Nancy’s natural response to 
Mrs. Elder’s welcoming intentions, and the 
“‘pushers” who go wilfully where they are 
not encouraged, outstay their welcome, 
interrupt those who are obviously busy, and 
are in all ways lacking in tact. 

It is true that the shy lose opportunities 
— but they are never disliked. However, the 
newcomer should not respond to friendly 
overtures with such shyness that she misses 
an opportunity to make friends. 


Don’t Distort Values 


For no reason, some people shrink within 
themselves when they approach someone 
whom they particularly admire. They seem 
to distort their own values and let them 
shrink into insignificance beside their exag- 
gerated appraisals of others. 

If only they would try to have a little 
common sense in appraising themselves! 
Why should they think that sweet-tempered, 
kind, friendly, intelligent and wanting-to- 
be-helpful people (all of which the shy 
usually are) could possibly fail to be liked by 
their neighbors? 

If only they themselves could realize that 
the whole point is this: All of us turn with 
smiling eyes to faces that turn toward us. 
We respond to speech that is warm and 
neighborly and not to monosyllables spoken 
too low to hear. 

Beyond this, there are, of course, certain 
rules for friend-making behavior that are 
almost infallible. Nothing makes neigh- 
bors more friendly than praise that is 
appreciative and believable. 

We all appreciate a helping hand, espe- 
cially now while professional help is scarce. 
A neighbor who offers to help to mow a 
lawn, dress a child, shell peas or read to an 
invalid is a friend for whom appreciation 
increases with every kindness.

R. ARMAND HAMMER has made 
D a fortune selling white ele- 
phants. His business is disposing 
of any and everything that wealthy 
(or whimsical) collectors may have 
acquired and their heirs despaired 
of selling: Stained-glass windows, 
mandarin robes, medieval castles, 
jewelled Easter eggs, replicas of 
royal crowns. 

Biggest white elephant Dr. 
Hammer ever sold was a 12th- 
century Spanish monastery origi- 
nally costing a collector an esti- 
mated $500,000 plus $350,000 for 
dismantling, packing and shipping. 
He sold the monastery all right 

- for $19,000 — but who bought 
it and why will remain a mys- 
tery until after the war.

Food For Conversation

Use pears to make 
desserts that will 


melt in your mouth 


UT TOOTH to the pear for 
cal satisfaction. The natural 
sweetness of the fruit makes it the 
perfect dessert. The autumn pear 
procession is starting to market 
this month; Bosc, Anjou, Comice 
and Nelis, the big pear four of 
winter are being harvested now in 
the great orchards of California, 
Oregon and Washington. 

First here is the Bosc of long ta- 
pering neck and symmetrical body, 
old gold outside, sugared sunshine 
within. Buttery the flesh, sugary 
sweet; save the pear for top 
position in the fruit bowl. Ideal 
too for baking, excellent in sal- 
ads. It’s here through Decem- 
ber. 

October and the creamy green 
Comice joins Bosc in the market. 
This. perfumed beauty, smooth 
skinned and juicy is the pear 
de luxe for coming holiday meals. 
Serve it with cheese: thick slices of 
the pear, thin slices of tangy ched- 
dar, arranged on individual dessert 
plates — the exclamation point of 
the dinner. 


Two-in-One Course 


FRresH pear salad is a two-in-one 
course, served as dessert. Halve the 
pears, core, arrange on beds of 
watercress and spoon over French 
dressing thick with crumbled blue 
cheese. 

Hot on the heels of the Comice 
comes the creamy Anjou of semi- 
heart shape, to be around until 
Apnil. Another pear to oblige in a 


salad, dessert—so spicy, so vinous 
its flavor. Arrange two fresh pear 
halves for a serving on a bed of 
crisp greens. Serve with a French 
dressing, perfumed with finely 
chopped mint leaves. Decorate the 
salad with sprigs of the fresh herb. 
Nelis, a small pear shaped like 
the Anjou but russet in color, is an 
all-purpose fruit that comes with 
the New Year to be around until 
June. This pear we especially rec- 
ommend as a baker. It’s fine for 
a sauce; select firm pears, wash 
and peel. Add one and a half table- 
spoons of sugar for each and water 
to a depth of a half inch. Cover 
dish and simmer over very low 
heat until tender, about 30 min- 
utes. Serve hot or chilled with a 
soft custard, almond flavored. 
Any pear of winter can be hap- 
pily at home tucked into a tart. 
Peel and halve pears, fold a square 
of pie crust dough around each 
half, leaving the top open, to show 
off the fruit. Dot pear with butter 
or magarine. Dust with sugar and 
cinnamon. Bake at 425°F. for 10 
minutes, then lower heat to 375°F. 
for 20 minutes or until the fruit 
tenders. Serve warm with cream. 


Pear Brown Betty 


Let the pear substitute for the 
short apple in the Brown Betty. 
But add a little grated rind of the 
lemon to zest the bland fruit. A 
new way with shortcake — mix a 
rich shortcake batter and bake in a 
well-greased ring mold. Remove 
from the tin, and when cool, fill 
the center of the cake with freshly 
sliced sugared pears. Serve with a 
rich custard sauce. 

Molasses will sweeten the pear 
while it bakes. For six servings, 
take 12 pears, halve, core but do 
not peel, add two cups of water and 
simmer until almost tender. Now 
add one cup of molasses and one 


- Jemon, thinly sliced, and continue 


cooking until the pears are tender 
and the syrup thickened. 

Again bake the pears whole, 
stuffing the centers with mince- 
meat for a holiday flourish. Baste 
with maple syrup several times 
during baking. Serve the fruit hot 
with this cream-cheese dressing: 
Mash a three-ounce block of cheese 
with a fork and beat into it a half 
cup of cream, whipping until fluffy.
